Ait this Lord Merrivale remarked it 
was recorded how centuries ago Anne, 
Countess of Pembroke, sat on the 
bench with His Majesty’s judges and 
therefore any broad statement of wo- 
men’s former position should be scrut- 
enized closely. 

Lord Darling then invited counsel’s 
attention to certain terme in the oath 
taken by privy councillors, . ‘‘For in- 
stance,’’ he said, ‘‘he must advise 
the King without regard to love and 
affections. Is any woman capable of 
that?” Mr. Lawrence replied with 
an emphatic ‘‘no’’.. A privy council- 
lor has also, his lordship ‘continued, 
‘‘to keep the King’s counsel secret,’’ 
and he asked if any woman was able 
to do that. I leave that to their 
lordships, Mr. Lawrence replied. 

In a brief reply, Hon. N. W. Row- 
ell, K.C., counsel for the appeliant 
women, alluded to suggestions made 
that proper procedure would be to se- 
cure an amendment to the British 
North America Act. It was not a 
very easy matter to secure an amend- 
ment, he pointed out. 

‘(It is always difficult to alter the 
ark of the covenant,’’ remarked the 
lord chancellor. 

‘Later Mr. Rowell said the attorney 
general of Canada, Hon. Ernest La- 
pointe, had announced if the women 
did not succeed in their appeal, he 
would take steps to have such legisla- 
tion introduced. ‘Here Mr. Lafleur 
interrupted with ‘‘no he says he will 
consider it” and Lord Merrivale re- 
marked, ‘‘it will probably depend on 
whether the pressure applied is strong 
énough.’’

The de- 
velopment of Gull Lake by Lacombe 
was out of the question, as the 
amount of monéy required for the 
undertaking was beyond the means 
of any emall town. Year by year, 
however, more summer _ residente 
came down from Edmonton and Cal- 
gary, acquired property on the beach, 
and revelled amid its natural beauties 
for the summer months. In addition 
to those from the cities, nearly ev- 
ery businessman in Lacombe has a 
cottage on the beach, and the sum- 
mer population numbers over a thous- 
and. 

Gull Lake has always been a very 
inhospitable spot for transient vis- 
itors. The entire beach being pri- 
vately owned, visitors felt that they 
were trespassing on private proper- 
ty, and consequently did not feel at 
home. The Alberta Government, in 
looki around for a convenient 
acters een: “to. develop in ‘the intter- 
ests of the Province and -tourists, 
naturally selected Gull Lake as ‘the 
place, The lake is twenty miles long, 
has a beautiful sandy beach extend- 
ing for miles at a width,of one hun- 
dred feet to two hundred feet. The 
water {s crystal clear, and the bottom 
clean white sand, ‘There are no rocks 
nor weeds to deter the swimmer, and 
the gradually sloping floor makes it 
safe for the, very youngest child, For 
fifty’ yards out on the water the 
depth is only a couple of feet, and 
beyond this distance deeper water 's 
encountered. The floor of the lake 
is ideal, there are no holes into which 
the unwary may step to his or her 
peril. There is good fishing, and 
ideal boating. 

From the appended dispatch from 
Edmonton, it will be seen. that the 
government expects to develop Gull 
Lake resort in a manner which pri-

Following is Premier 
announcement. 


As the first step in the institu. 
ticn and development of a series of 
provincial parks, situated at strategic 
points throughout Alberta, purchase 
of a 17 acre tract of land at Gull 
Lake was announced on Thursday by 
Premier J. BE. Brownlee. Gull’ Lake 
is eight miles west of Lacombe. 

The land has a 550-foot frontage . 
on Gull Lake, and is in the Aspen 
Beach district of. the lake... From the 
lake front the tract spreads out: in 
fan-wise fashion taking in a total of 
17 acrés. The Premier further an- 
nounced that the second site to he 
developed would be on the Ghost 
River at the point where the Calgary 
Power Company is erecting its large 
dam. This site is 35 or 40 miles 
west of Calgary on the road to Banff 
and is considered as an ideal location 
for a summer colony. 

In making the announcement re- 
garding the purchase of tthe Gull 
Lake property, Premier Brownlee said 
that heretofore the general public 
had not had any great degree of ac- 
cess to the lake, as the desirable 
frontage was all occupied by private 
interests. 

The idea behind the government 
purchase would be to develop the 
backlying portion of the property as 
a public park and the front would 
provide ample bathing and boating 
facilities. 

Horace L. Seymour, provincial di- 
rector’ of town planning, has already 
looked. over the site and has commen- 
ced drawing plans for its beautifica- 
tien, 

Existing cottages on the land will 
remain for the time being, and will 
be used as bathing and boat houses. 

It is planned to build a pier 460 
feet long on the water front, running 
out to the deep water, and providing 
excellent facilities for bathing. 

The whole. scheme will be devel- 
oped in time for next season’s oper- 
aticn as it is not a aeere _— work 
mer is over, 

Gull Take. is oituldaved the most 
desirable spot on which to Start, as it 
is situated near the centre of the 
province and is the most readily ac- 
ccestble of the lakes 'to the main 
gravelled Edmonton-Calgary highway.

PAYMENT 
The wheat yield in Western Canada 


will bo disappointingly small this 
year but the prevailing high prices, 
which seem likely to continue for 
some time, and the better quality of 
present crop are compensating advan- 
tages. Reports from the three prov- 
inces indicates that wheat generally 
will be much higher grade than that 
of last year. Smaller yields in many 
eases will bring ‘in as much revenue 
as heavier crops of inferior grade net- 
ted a year ago, 

The decision of the wheat pool to | 
set its initial payment to members at | 
one dollar is evidence of the more op- 
timistic feeling that prevails, Last 
year it was reduced to eighty-five 
cents. It is also: evidence of the 
e‘rong financial position of the pool. 
When the price of wheat declined to 
a dollar in May, many critics predict- 
ed that the co-operate organization 
faced a very serious crisis. Any fears 
of that kind are dissipated in view of 
the restoration of the initial payment 
to the old ‘mark. 

While information as to the amount 
of wheat held over by the pool to be 
disposed of during the present high 
price period has not been disclosed, 
it is quite possible the amount is 
large. If so the members of the or- 
ganisation will benefit accordingly.
